Alexander ‘Go-Getter’ 
When Diplomats Fail.

Serbia, first among the allies to 
suffer the ruthlessness of war, was 
last among them to obtain guarantee 
of adequate reparation. | 
_ The supreme council first ruled that 
Serbia was entitled to receive repara- 
tion for the damage and destruction 
she had suffered from the invaders, 
but at the sam¢ time thé supreme 
council pointed out that Serbia now 
encompassed the liberated countries of 
Dalmatia, Croatia, and Herzegovina, 
which were former possessions of the 
Austrian crown. 

Tried to Cancel Debt. 

The supreme council held that these 
countries, now a part of the .Jugo- 
fedération; should be ‘ac- 

table for.some of the, destruction

cided that the best way to settle’ the 
question of Serbian reparations was to 
balance the reparation with the “ lib- 
erty tax" of the liberated countries.

Serbia ded indemni- 
ties, and. pointed to \tHe condition of 
the country as indicating the great 
need for such indemnities before nor- 
mal operations could be resumed.

It agreed to the payment of some in- 
demnities to Serbia, but specified that 
the indemnities could be paid within 
thirty years. J

Our present tax system is unjust in 
this: that it is a limitation on the leg- 
jslature. The general assembly should 
be given a free hand to adopt diversi- 
fied methods of taxation, uniform as to 
class, so that all property bears its 
equitable share of the expense budget. 

Chicago should be given home rule 
as to local matters and should be lim- 
ited in representation in the general 
assembly. — 

Our judiciary should be changed so 
that a litigant may run the gauntlet 
without exhaustion or delay. In civil 
cases a less number than twelve jurors 

~ghould be permitted to return a verdict. 

The ballot box should be as free to 
women as to men. 

I will be disappointed if the conven- 
tion does not hand down a constitution 
which will be adopted and serve as a 
model for the states with the scrambled 
ege constitutions of the new day.

Yesterday Uncle Sam began the task 
of counting his numerotis nieces and 
nephews dll over the United States and 
secing how many more he has this 


; year than ten years ago — the last 


census was taken. 
The family has grown and it re- 
quires a lot of hélp to count them, so 


I volunteered. You get 4 cents for 


every name collected for your uncle’s 
big books, and 10 cents for every listed 
barn or inclosure containing live stock. 

“We'll go out to the Twentieth ward 
and the Ghetto where my people are 
working,” said Mrs. Anna Vavra, one 
of the 2,100 women working under John 
J. Gaynor, census supervisor. So with 
portfolios under our arms we boarded 
a-car going south. When we got to 
Eighteenth street another enumerator 
joined us—a young woman with a pink 
scarf and cap, and a nose red with the 
cold. Census taking in zero weather 
is no easy job. 

Finds People Pleasant. 

“My district runs along by the Chi- 
cago river,” said the pink scarf young 
woman. “Lands! I’m so cold now 
I’m most froze. If it hadn’t been for 
the people’ being so nice and letting 
me sit near the stoves I’d be dead, I 
guess. I’ve got two saloons on my 
beat.

RUSSIA AND ITS NEW AUTOCRACY! 


Some weeks have passed since the last flock of 
reports assured us that Lenine and Trotzky were 
about to “fall.” It is not Lenine and Trotzky who! 
seem to have fallen. On the contrary, their suc- 
cesses in the field against Kolchak, Yudenitch, and 
even Denikine have been so important that they 
can neither be concealed nor explained away. 
Evidently the Lenine-Trotzky régime is strong 


enough to maintain itself against both external | 
and internal enemies. We have been confused | 


by months of interested statement and garbled 
pews. It is time we accepted what truth we can 
manage to get at and at least the truth which now 


Gjooms too large to be ignored. 


’ The Russian people have returned to despotism. 
Of course this despotism wears a different garment 
and uses a different language from the one it re- 
placed. It purports and possibly believes itself to 
be.a benevolent despotism. There probably never 
has been a ruler who did not in his own opinion | 
rule for the good of his subjects, 

The czar believed he ruled by divine right. So 
undoubtedly does Lenine, only Lenine ascribes in- 
fallibility to his formula and worships that. He 
does not name it God. But what's in a name? 

The essential fact of the Russian situation is that 
Lenine, because of circumstances of chaos and be- 
cause of his powerful character and: inteXect, domi- 
nated the Russian people, thought for them, acted 
for them. Neither he nor his group submitted their 
rule to the vote of the people. They have no other 


/#anetion than their own organized strength and the} 


acquiescence of the Russian people. Where opposi- 
tign has appeared it has been suppressed by force, 

This they call the dictatorship of the proletariat, 
It is in essence like any other dictatorship. Like 
ail other forms of autocracy, it is built on a combi. 
nation of organized minority force and the indiffer- 
ence or passive acquiescence of the majority. Lenine 
no more trusts the people than Napoleon or Louis 
XIV. He and his group impose their will and 
their ideas by force and clear the way for their 
triumph with the machine gun of the up to date 
If you dissent you are destroyed 
unless too weak to make your dissent worth the 
cost of a cartridge. 

We are not concerned here to upbraid Lenine for 


his course of action, but to recognize its real na- 


ture and interpret its meaning. Its meaning, as we 
see it, is that the Russians have no other choice 
but to live under some form of autocracy. Until 
they are ready to govern themselves, and that will 
be comturies hence, they will be governed. Au- 
‘tocracies will come and go. They will vary in 
ability and in moral character, in method and

er period the Russian people have only passed 
from one despot to another, from Ivan the Terrible 
to Nicholas Lenine.

English essential qualities showed in the days be- 
fore the Conqueror—their unquenchable individyal- 
ism, their sense of law, their political realism, 
Russian character is gifted but not, so far as his- 
tory shows, in politica] creation. Lenine now im- 
poses German ideas on them, although the great-. 
est element of stability in the situation is the soviet, 
an essentially Russian Mstitution.. From this, 
almost certainly, Russian political progress, if 
there is to be any, will evolve. 

But the soviet organization as developed for all 
Russia is not democratic except at the base. It is’

since the commission began, in 1903, 


August Herrmann has been chairman. 
He has beén retlected each year by 
the other two members the head of
